Nation's Security 


WASHINGTON — Delays and 
cancellations of nuclear power 
plants are of major concem to 
the entire nation, not just state 
or local interests, an official of 
Southern California Edison 
company said in congressional 
testimony last week. 

“Our security as a nation, as 
well as our health and well-being 
depend to an important degree 
on nuclear power,” said William 
R. Gould, SCE’s executive vice 
president. 

Unfortunately, he. said, 
‘*single-purpose agencies 
concerned with only one aspect 
of the total public interest, such 
as protection of water quality or 
the coastal zone, are able to 
delay or prevent construction of 
nuclear power plants.” 

Gould’s testimony was 
presented to the Joint 
Congressional Committee on 
Atomic Energy as a 
representative of the Edison 
Electric Institute’s Executive 
Advisory Committee on Nuclear 
Power. 

The joint committee is 
presently conducting hearings on 
legislation aimed at speeding up 
the siting and licensing of 
nuclear power plants in the 
nation. s 

Gould testified that his 
fundamental recommendation to 
the Congressional committee 
was to urge it to remove the 
duplication of environmental 
reviews and site approvals 
presently required to meet 
numerous federal, state and local 
regulations.

nominate two project steers at 
the weigh-in date, but must limit 
their choice to one at sale time. 
Any beef breed or crossbreed is 

eligible for the competition. 

Assisting Mehrten, will be 
Dan Harrell, of Farmersville, 
Miller, and Weston Goss, Tulare 
County Extension 4-H Youth 
Advisor. 

The Tulare County CowBelles 
Organization, under the 
presidency of Jean Erickson of 
Tulare, will provide a free noon 
meal to all participants. 

The program, devised by the 
Cattleman’s association, provides 
additional incentive to project 
competition and contributes 
significantly to the educational 
aspects of the 4-H beef program, 
said Goss. . 

At the weigh-in the animal is 
given a fair market price value 
by the committee. The 4-H 
youth contiriues to raise the 
animal, putting it on a feeding 
program designed to produce a 
desirable finished product. 

After the animal is shown and 
sold at the 4-H fair, it is sent to a 
meat packing plant for the final 
test. Here, the dressed beef is 
evaluated on the basis of profit, 
live weight gain, and carcass 
merit. Various rules and 
formulas are used to judge these 
three points, with the highest 
ranking animal receiving top 
award.
